The  seventy-sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  was  held  at  2  p.m.  on 
June  5,  1964,  in  the  board  room  of  the  Alumni  House.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  president.  Dr.  Alexander 
L.  Martone. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Richard  A.  Michaux,  seconded  by  Dr.  David  M.  Alexander,  the  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting 
for   1964  were  approved.

President's  Report 


It  is  my  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the  annual  reunion  of 
the  alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of  'Virginia.  This  year 
marks  the  76th  anniversary  of  the  Alumni  Association.  As 
president,  it  is  my  privilege  and  my  responsibilit)-  to  report  to 
you  on  the  affairs  of  our  association. 

This  year,  the  eighth  annual  scientific  assembly  of  the  school 
of  medicine  has  been  presented  as  well  as  similar  assemblies 
by  the  schools  of  dentistry,  pharmacy,  and  nursing.  This  is  a 
joint  undertaking  of  the  schools  and  the  Alumni  Association, 
and  I  wish  to  recognize  now  the  outstanding  efforts  of  the 
chairmen  who  worked  so  dihgently  to  develop  this  part  of  our 
program:  Dr.  Hunter  McGuire  and  Dr.  Owen  Gwathmey  of 
medicine.  Dr.  Thomas  C.  Bradshaw  of  dentistry,  Mr.  Thomas 
Holland  and  Mr.  Ralph  'Ware  of  pharmacy,  and  Miss  Harriette 
Patteson  and  Miss  Mae  Belle  Lee  of  nursing. 

There  are  13  active  alumni  chapters  of  our  association.  "Vis- 
itations have  been  made  to  some  of  these  chapters,  and  others 
will  be  made  during  the  next  six  months.  I  strongly  urge  the 
active  participation  of  each  alumnus  in  his  local  chapter  activi- 
ties and  efforts. 

As  president  of  our  association,  I  have  had  the  privilege  of 
meeting  with  the  Board  of  "Visitors.  I,  as  presidents  preceding 
me,  have  been  deeply  impressed  by  the  dedicated  and  devoted 
service  of  this  distinguished  group,  working  under  the  able 
leadership  of  the  chairman,  Samuel  M.  Bemiss. 
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Today,  we  met  our  installment  payment  of  $10,000  toward 
the  $100,000  commitment  for  the  Alumni  Lounge  in  the 
student  dormitory  buildings.  This  represents  $80,000  which 
has  been  paid  thus  far  toward  this  worthy  project. 

Thus  far,  I  am  sure  you  are  aware  that  my  report  has  fol- 
lowed the  customary  format  of  president's  reports  in  the  past. 
I  now  intend  to  depart  from  that  format  in  order  to  bring  to 
you  the  major  consideration  of  my  report  which  could  well  be 
entitled  "The  Year  of  My  Discontent." 

For  the  last  few  years,  the  long  existing  gap  between  the 
Alumni  Association  and  the  administration  of  the  Medical 
College  of  "Virginia  has  not  disappeared,  although  some  prog- 
ress has  been  made.  In  an  effort  to  approach  this  problem,  a 
liaison  committee,  composed  of  the  four  vice-presidents  of  the 
Alumni  Association  representing  the  four  major  schools,  was 
appointed.  The  duties  of  the  committee  are:  (1)  to  serve  as 
a  liaison  between  the  various  schools  and  the  Association  and 
(2)  to  turn  over  suggestions  and  recommendations  to  the 
executive  committee  for  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Association.  Three  of  the  members  of  this  committee 
come  from  areas  outside  of  Richmond,  This  is  advantageous 
in  that  it  provides  us  with  broad  coverage  representation,  but  it 
presents  problems  in  relation  to  the  availability  of  these  mem- 
bers for  frequent  meetings  of  the  committee.  Recognizing  these 
problems,  I  took  another  step  to  try  to  further  liaison  efforts. 
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To  explain  the  rationale  of  this  step,  I  must  for  a  moment 
become  subjective. 

During  the  many  years  I  have  been  a  member  of  our  Alumni 
Association,  I  have  not  been  satisfied  with  the  growth  and 
accomplishments  of  our  association  when  they  are  compared 
with  the  growth  and  accomplishments  of  the  school  we  seek  to 
ser\'e,  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  When  I  was  made  chair- 
man of  the  membership  committee  in  1961,  I  tried  every  means 
I  knew  to  increase  our  membership.  The  slight  increase  that 
occurred  was  most  disheartening.  It  was  then  I  began  to  ask 
myself  what  is  wrong  with  the  commodity  I  am  trying  to  sell 
that  I  can  find  only  a  few  buyers  who  are  willing  to  pay  only  a 
minimum  amount.  I  learned  that  other  membership  chairmen 
experienced  this  same  discouragement  and  feeling  of  futility. 

And  so  when  I  became  president,  I  appointed  one  of  the 
ablest  men  I  know.  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr.,  to  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  membership  committee.  I  suggested  to  him 
that  he  plan  to  meet  as  soon  as  possible  with  the  administration 
representatives,  namely  the  president  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  and  the  deans  of  the  four  largest  schools,  in  an  effort 
to  see  how  we  could  increase  our  membership  and  better  solve 
our  mutual  problems  related  thereto.  At  this  meeting,  the 
administration  representatives,  in  frank  and  open  discussion, 
presented  a  number  of  factors  which  will  have  to  be  considered 
and  acted  upon  if  effective  liaison  is  to  be  established.  Upon 
reviewing  the  report  of  this  meeting,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
administrative  officers  of  the  College  feel  that  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation is  not  providing  effective  communication  between  the 
College  and  the  alumni. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  time  has  come  to  take  an  objective 
look  at  our  association.  What  is  its  reason  for  being.'  I  would 
quote  to  you  from  Article  II  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation 
of  the  Association:  'The  principal  purpose  of  the  corporation 
is  to  foster  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  fraternity  among  the  grad- 
uates and  former  students  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
and  to  bring  about  united  and  concerted  action  in  promoting 
the  welfare  of  the  College."  I  ask  you  how  we  can  fulfill  that 
purpose  unless  we  can  work  in  close  communication  with  the 
administrators  of  that  College? 

I  ask  you  now  to  give  an  objective  consideration  to  a  few 
statements  of  fact. 

For  the  past  13  years,  our  alumni  association  has  been  an 
independent  organization.  To  justify  such  independence,  we  must 
produce.  What  have  we  accomplished  in  these  13  years?  While 
we  have  slowly  increased  the  percentage  of  membership,  have 
we  really  scratched  the  potential?  Let's  look  at  the  record. 
There  are  approximately  10,000  known  living  alumni  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  Of  these,  about  2,750  belong  to 
our  Association.  These  figures  are  taken  from  the  1964  banner 
year  in  which  we  celebrated  our  75th  anniversary.  In  that  year. 


we  made  an  all  out  effort  for  contributions  above  the  annual 
dues  figure  of  $10  by  creating  the  Anniversary  Club,  members 
of  which  contributed  $75  or  more.  Our  total  effort  that  year 
produced  about  $33,000.  This  represents  an  approximate 
average  payment  of  $12  per  member  or  about  $3  for  each 
living  alumnus.  If  this  represents  our  best  effort  in  fund 
raising,  can  we  say  that  we  are  effectively  serving  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia?  To  me  it  would  seem  that  we  face  a 
hare  and  a  tortoise  situation.  We  have  religiously  held  to  a  $10 
dues.  Our  association  is  attempting  to  operate  in  a  space  age 
on  a  horse  and  buggy  budget.  If  we  continue  to  complacently 
accept  this  situation,  is  it  because  we  are  content  to  socialize 
instead  of  serve,  to  stagnate  instead  of  stimulate? 

Now  what  are  we  doing  with  the  funds  we  do  collect? 
What  programs  do  they  support?  Are  these  programs  com- 
parable with  those  of  other  alumni  associations?  Do  they 
meet  the  needs  of  our  own  college? 

Do  we  have  a  realistic  student  loan  fund?  Have  we  a  de- 
velopment fund?  Are  we  truly  serving  as  an  agent  of  the 
College  in  liaison  capacity  with  the  Legislature  to  secure  build- 
ing funds  necessary  for  the  continued  growth  of  the  College? 
Are  we  constructively  contributing  to  the  efforts  of  the  College 
to  secure  outstanding  students  and  faculty  members? 

I  firmly  believe  that  if  we  could  give  an  honest  "Yes" 
answer  to  these  questions,  we  would  not  have  a  problem  of 
getting  alumni  to  join  and  support  the  Association.  And  I  can 
assure  you  that  until  we  do  come  up  with  meaningful  programs 
in  the  future,  we  can  never  hope  to  get  over  the  30%  hump 
at  a  minimum  annual  dues  rate  that  we  have  stayed  at  for  so 
many  years. 

When  the  administration  tells  us  of  the  needs  of  the  College, 
we  must  listen  and  we  must  act  to  fulfill  those  needs.  When 
there  are  differences  between  the  Association  and  the  College, 
we  must  both  seek  to  resolve  these  differences  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  College.  The  only  reason  that  our  association  has 
for  being,  is  to  serve  our  college  and  serve  it  well.  To  this  we 
must  be  dedicated. 

The  accomplishment  of  this  fulfillment  will  depend  on  the 
dedicated  efforts  of  every  living  alumnus.  You  who  are  here 
today,  by  your  very  presence,  give  evidence  of  your  dedication. 
I  ask  you  to  go  forth,  each  one  of  you,  and  seek  out  new  mem- 
bers who  will  share  our  real  and  deep  desire  to  contribute  in 
time  and  money  to  the  growth  of  our  college.  In  asking  you 
to  do  this,  I  pay  tribute  to  your  continued  and  devoted  interest 
to  the  future  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  May  I  con- 
clude by  expressing  to  all  the  officers  and  the  executive 
secretary  of  our  association  my  heartfelt  appreciation  for  their 
tireless  devotion  to  the  common  cause  we  must  all  serve.

Secretary's  Report 


The  executive  committee  has  met  four  times  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  has  had  three  meetings  since  the  annual  meeting. 
These  sessions  have  been  well  attended  and  due  consideration 
given  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  and  continued 
growth  of  our  association,  with  special  concern  for  expanding 
our  services  to  the  College  we  represent.  To  mention  a  few 
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important  decisions,  which  will  be  of  interest  to  you: 

1.  The  Board  approved  the  request  for  authorization  of 
interested  alumni  of  the  Nursing  Section  to  raise  funds  to 
establish  a  lectureship  in  the  school  of  nursing  with  the  under- 
standing there  would  be  no  general  solicitation  of  the  alumni. 
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The  fund  is  to  be  administered  by  the  MCV  foundation. 

2.  The  bylaws  have  been  amended;  If  any  duly  elected 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  absent  from  three  consecu- 
tive meetings  of  the  Board,  his  term  on  the  Board  will  be 
automatically  terminated. 

3.  Dr.  James  T.  Tucker  and  Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke  have 
been  appointed  cochairmen  of  the  future  alumni  house  com- 
mittee. The  committee  is  to  be  composed  of  all  past  presidents 
of  the  Association  and  appointed  members  from  the  mem- 
bership. 

4.  The  Alumni  House  has  been  opened  for  the  use  of 
faculty,  faculty  sponsored  students,  and  alumni  groups  of  thirty 
or  less.  Each  group  must  have  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  its 
school  and  the  executive  committee  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

5.  The  four  vice-presidents  of  the  Alumni  Association  were 
given   the  additional   duty  of  being  chairmen  of  liaison   com-

they  operate  their  house,  raise  money,  etc. 

There  have  been  numerous  other  activities,  most  have  been 
reported  to  you  in  previous  issues  of  The  Scarab.  It  has  been 
gratifying  to  note  the  sincerity  and  dedication  of  our  officers 
and  board  members  during  the  past  year.  Some  have  traveled 
great  distances  to  attend  the  meetings  and  give  of  their  time 
and  talents  to  the  Association.  It  has  been  a  privilege  to  work 
with  our  officers,  board  members,  and  our  executive  secretary.

John   Robert  Massie,  Jr.,    1909-1964 


■We  are  certain  that  all  present  today  who  knew  John  Robert 
Massie,  Jr.,  would  agree  that  no  man  in  our  acquaintance  lived 
more  closely  by  the  Golden  Rule  than  did  he.  This  teaching 
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was  a  fundamental  principle  of  Bob  Massie's  faith;  and  be- 
cause it  was  such  an  integral  part  of  him,  this  man,  who  com- 
bined the  many  roles  of  gentleman,  scholar,  teacher,  husband,. 
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father,  physician,  and  friend,  was  loved  by  all  who  knew  him. 

On  the  morning  of  November  6,  1964,  while  visiting  a 
favorite  fishing  spot  in  the  Everglades,  Florida,  John  Robert 
Massie  passed  away.  Not  only  did  this  organization  lose  its 
president,  but  the  medical  profession  lost  one  of  its  outstanding 
members.  A  review  of  his  professional  accomplishments  is 
evidence  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  his 
colleagues.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Vir- 
ginia, the  Southeastern  Surgical  Congress,  Southern  Surgeons' 
Club,  the  Eastern  Surgical  Society,  Virginia  Surgical  Society, 
Southern  Medical  Association,  American  Medical  Association, 
the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  the  American  College  of 
Chest  Physicians,  the  Pan-Pacific  Surgical  Association,  and  a 
Board  member  of  the  Richmond  Area  Unit  of  the  American 
Cancer  Society.  John  Robert  Massie,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
was  president  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege, president  of  the  Richmond  Academy  of  Medicine,  past 
president  of  the  Richmond  Surgical  and  Gynecological  Society, 
vice-president  of  the  Southern  Surgical  Association,  and  past 
president  of  the  Junior  Clinical  Club  of  Richmond. 

These  honors,  which  his  profession  bestowed  upon  Bob, 
were  not  the  first  to  come  his  way.  Earlier,  in  his  undergraduate 
days,  the  qualities  of  leadership  and  magnetism  which  dis- 
tiinguished  his  medical  career  evidenced  themselves.  At  Ran- 
dolph-Macon College,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1929, 
Bob  was  president  of  student  government  and  of  the  Franklin 
Literary  Society.  At  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  he  was 
signally  honored  by  being  elected  president  of  both  his  junior 
and  senior  classes.  His  scholarship  was  noted  by  membership 
in  the  A.O.A.  and  Sigma  Zeta  Honorary  fraternities.  He  was 
also  president  of  the  MCV  German  Club  and  a  member  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  fraternity  at  Randolph-Macon  and  of  Phi 
Chi  fraternity  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

After  graduating  from  the  Medical  College  in  1934,  Bob 
interned  at  the  College  and  practiced  medicine  for  three  years 
in  Southwest  Virginia.  It  was  there  he  met  and  began  to  court 
his  lovely  bride-to-be,  Charlotte  Taylor.  In  193S,  he  returned  to 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  as  a  surgical  resident,  leaving 
this  post  in  May,  1942,  for  active  military  duty  with  the  45th 
General  Hospital.  He  was  discharged  from  the  Army  in  1945 
with  the  rank  of  major  and,  upon  his  return  to  Richmond, 
joined  the  staff  of  The  McGuire  Clinic  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 


where  he  practiced  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Let  us  concern  ourselves  briefly  with  John  Robert  Massie' s 
ministry  of  medicine — for  of  the  multiple  facets  of  his  personal- 
ity, including  being  a  devoted  friend,  husband,  and  father,  his 
selfless  dedication  to  his  profession  was  the  hallmark  of  his 
life.  "Love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself,"  Bob  learned  early  at  his 
mother's  knee.  This  love  for  his  fellow  man  was  part  and  parcel 
of  him;  and,  because  of  it,  to  every  patient  he  was  a  friend, 
advisor,  and  confidant,  a  love  was  returned  a  thousand-fold  to 
John  Robert  Massie. 

A  special  part  of  Bob  Massie's  life  centered  in  Goochland 
County  at  Vallambrosa,  where  he  was  born  in  1909,  the  older 
son  of  John  Robert  Massie  and  Evalina  Guerrant  Gathright 
Massie.  It  is  here  that  his  wife,  Charlotte  Taylor  Massie,  whom 
he  married  in  1945,  and  their  two  daughters,  Mollie  and 
Evalina,  spent  many  happy  hours.  Bob  loved  the  out-of-doors, 
and  here  in  his  native  haunts,  he  and  his  children  watched 
nature's  secrets  unfold. 

Many  of  Bob's  friends  will  remember  him  as  a  great  sports- 
man— whether  it  be  fishing,  hunting,  or  golf,  he  was  eager  to 
participate — a  keen  competitor  and  a  delightful  companion. 
He  held  membership  in  many  organizations  which  attest  to  his 
interests  and  hobbies;  the  Deep  Run  Hunt  Club,  the  Virginia 
Angler's  Club,  the  Wright's  Island  Game  Association,  and  the 
Virginia  Arabian  Horse  Association.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  Pilgrims,  a  local  golf  group;  the  Society  of  Virginia 
Creepers;  the  Richmond  Hundred;  the  Commonwealth  Club; 
the  Country  Club  of  Virginia;  the  Society  of  Cincinnati  in  the 
State  of  Virginia;  and  a  life  member  of  the  Association  for 
the  Preservation  of  Virginia  Antiquities. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Charlotte  Taylor  Massie,  two 
daughters,  Mollie  and  Evalina,  and  by  a  brother,  Thomas 
Massie. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the  medical 
fraternity  in  this  community  have  lost  one  of  its  most  brilliant 
and  beloved  members,  and  that  this  Association  record  these 
remarks  and  that  a  copy  of  same  be  sent  to  his  bereaved  family.

Million  Dollar  Gift  for  Arthritis 

The  late  Dr.  Charles  Walter  Thomas, 
a  1903  graduate  of  the  MCV  school  of 
medicine  and  who  practiced  in  the  Floyd 
and  Patrick  Counties'  area  for  more  than 
50  years,  has  willed  the  Medical  College 
$1,045,580  for  research  in  arthritis. 

The  bequest  is  being  used  to  establish 
the  Charles  Walter  Thomas  Arthritis 
Fund,  which  will  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  MCV  Foundation.  As  director  of 
the  fund.  Dr.  Elam  C.  Toone  will  oversee 
the  use  of  the  interest  from  the  gift. 

Uses  of  the  fund  will  include: 

Investigators  and  practicing  physicians 
will  be  added  to  the  MCV  staff  that  is 
already  involved  in  arthritis  research  and 
teaching;  young  physicians  studying  in 
the  field  of  arthritis  will  be  supported; 
visiting  scholars,  noted  for  their  work  in 
the  field,  will  be  brought  to  MCV  for 
varying  durations;  special  research  equip- 
ment will  be  purchased ;  and  MCV  faculty 
members  will  be  aided  in  taking  in  na- 
tional and  international  conferences. 


Six- Year  Outlook 

MCV  officials  outlined  to  the  Gov- 
ernor's Budget  Advisory  Board  in  late 
May  a  major  expansion  plan  for  the 
1966-72  period  that  would  cost  a  total 
of  $25,871,320. 

A  major  item  in  this  program  is  a 
500-bed  children's  hospital,  costing  an 
estimated  six  million  dollars  to  be  built 
in  the  last  two  bienniums  of  the  period. 
Other  items  include  a  major  addition  to 
the  school  of  dentistry  and  additions  to 
the  Medical  Education  Building. 

Commencement  Wrap-Up 

There  were  290  members — 197  of 
whom  were  Virginians — of  MCV's  grad- 
uating classes  this  year.  The  exercises  were 
held  June  6  in  the  Mosque,  with  Dr. 
Carter  Davidson,  president  of  the  Amer- 
ican Association  of  Colleges  and  former 
president  of  Union  College  in  Schenec- 
tady, as  commencement  speaker. 

The  breakdown  of  class  sizes  for  the 
various  schools  was:   medicine,  78;  den- 


tistry, 68;  pharmacy,  32;  nursing,  55; 
medical  technology,  27;  physical  therapy, 
19;  and  hospital  administration,  11. 

An  honorary  doctor  of  humane  letters 
degree  was  conferred  upon  Miss  Sybil 
MacLean,  former  dean  of  the  school  of 
nursing,  and  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws 
degree  was  awarded  Dr.  John  M,  Hughes, 
secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners  for  the  past  39  years. 

Among  awards  to  outstanding  students 
given  during  the  exercises  were  the  MCV 
Foundation  awards  of  $100  savings 
bonds,  awarded  for  the  first  time  and 
given  to  a  student  from  each  of  MCV's 
major  schools. 

New  Assistant  Dean  of  Pharmacy 

Dr.  John  Andrako,  professor  of  phar- 
maceutical chemistry  and  MCV  pharmacy 
school  faculty  member  since  1956,  be- 
came assistant  dean  of  the  school  of  phar- 
macy July  1,  succeeding  Frank  P.  Pitts, 
who  has  retired  after  37  years  on  the 
MCV  faculty. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  Mr.  Pitts, 
who  became  assistant  dean  of  pharmacy 
in  1952,  taught  chemistry  to  90  per  cent 
of   all    living    alumni    of   the   pharmacy 
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school,   plus   a  number  of  other  alumni 
in  the  other  schools  at  MCV. 

New  Radiology  Chairman 

Dr.  E.  Richard  King,  widely  noted 
authority  in  nuclear  medicine  and  MCV 
faculty  member  since  1961,  has  been 
named  chairman  of  the  department  of 
radiology  in  the  medical  school. 

He  succeeds  Dr.  Richard  G.  Lester, 
who  left  in  June  to  become  chairman  of 
the  radiology  department  at  Duke  Uni- 
versity's school  of  medicine. 

Also,  the  Board  of  Visitors  has  named 
Dr.  Fearghus  T.  O'Foghludha,  a  native 
of  Dublin,  Ireland,  and  radiology  depart- 
ment faculty  member  since  1963,  as  chair- 
man of  the  division  of  radiation  physics. 

Dr.  John  C.  Forbes  Retires 

Dr.  John  C.  Forbes,  professor  ot  bio- 
chemistry and  MCV  faculty  member  for 
38  years,  has  retired  after  nearly  four 
decades  of  valuable  ser^-ice  to  the  Medical 
College. 

Dr.  Forbes  has  been  credited  with 
bringing  modern  biochemical  methods 
and  laboratories  into  the  institution's  hos- 
pitals. In  1934,  he  initiated  graduate  work 
at  MCV,  and  ser%'ed  as  chairman  of  the 
first  committee  on  graduate  studies.  It 
was  also  in  1934  that  Dr.  Forbes  founded 
the  biological  seminar  program,  a  still 
continuing  program  at  MCV. 

Among  the  scientific  achievements  of 
the  Nova  Scotia  native  are  his  studies  on 
cholesterol,  for  which  he  is  widely  known. 

Bid  Openings  for  Major  Buildings 

Early  in  June,  bids  were  opened  for 
two  major  structures  at  MCV — one  a 
clinic  center  building  and  the  other,  a 
woman's  dormitory. 

A  low  bid  of  $2,394,000  was  submitted 
by  the  Bulifant  Construction  Company 
of  Richmond  for  the  nine-floor  clinic 
center  building,  to  be  built  at  the  north- 
east corner  of  11th  and  Marshall  Streets. 

This  will  include  bedrooms  for  am- 
bulatory patients;  offices  for  MCV  doctors 
■who  see  private  patients;  two  below- 
ground  parking  floors;  and  a  first  floor 
area  for  pharmacy ;  a  dining  hall ;  and  a 
bank. 

Low  bid  for  the  women's  dormitory 
was  $1,274,470.  This  facility,  to  be  built 
at  Turpin  and  Leigh  Streets,  will  accom- 
modate 432  students. 

Three  Faculty  Members  Elected 

Three    MCV    faculty    members    were 
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among  45  from  throughout  the  nation  to 
be  recently  elected  to  membership  in 
the  American  Society  for  Clinical  In- 
vestigation. The  three  are  Dr.  David  W. 
Richardson  and  Dr.  Sami  I.  Said,  both 
associate  professors  of  medicine,  and  Dr. 
John  P.  Utz,  professor  of  medicine  and 
head  of  MCV's  infectious  disease  section. 

Interns  at  MCV 

The  Medical  College  received  56  in- 
terns in  July,  22  of  whom  are  graduates 
of  MCV's  medical  school.  The  remaining 
34  came  from  medical  schools  from 
throughout  the  nation.  Thirty-one  of  the 
MCV  medical  school's  78  graduates  this 
year  are  serving  their  internships  within 
Virginia. 


Report  of  Initial  Joint  Liaison 
Committee  Meeting  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia 
At  the  annual  alumni  reunion  held  last 
June,  Dr.  Wyndham  Blanton,  Jr.,  chair- 
man of  the  membership  committee,  pre- 
sented  the   report   of  this   committee   to 


the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  members 
of  the  Alumni  Association.  After  read- 
ing the  report.  Doctor  Blanton  said,  "I 
would  like  to  move  that  the  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association  appoint  a 
committee  (preferably  including  the  five 
immediate  past  presidents  of  our  Asso- 
ciation) to  contact  the  Administration 
relative  to  exploring  further  the  prob- 
lems suggested  in  this  report  with  the 
expectation  of  developing  solutoins."  This 
motion  was  made  in  relation  to  the  sec- 
tion of  his  report  that  said  that  ".  .  . 
if  the  Alumni  Association  is  to  mean  the 
most  of  what  it  can  mean  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  definite  and  vastly 
increased  steps  must  be  taken:  (1)  to 
effect  a  sense  of  increased  cooperation 
between  the  Association  and  the  College 
and  (2)  to  demonstrate  to  the  student 
body  during  its  sojourn  at  the  College 
the  effectiveness  and  meaningfulness  of 
the  Association." 

Doctor  Blanton's  motion  was  carried. 
The  first  effort  to  implement  this  motion 
occurred  on  July  16,  1965,  when  the 
designated  representatives  from  the  Alum- 
ni Association  and  the  Medical  College 
of   Virginia   met   at   12:30   P.M.    at   the 
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Commonwealth  Club  in  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia. 

Representing  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  were:  Dr.  R.  Blackwell  Smith, 
Jr.,  president;  Colonel  John  H.  Heil,  Jr., 
assistant  president;  Mr.  Franklin  Bacon, 
dean  of  students;  Dr.  Kinloch  Nelson, 
dean  of  medicine;  Dr.  Murray  R.  Blair, 
Jr.,  assistant  dean  of  medicine;  Dr.  Harry 
Lyons,  dean  of  dentistry;  and  Dr.  Warren 
E.  Weaver,  dean  of  pharmacy.  Dr.  Doris 
B.  Yingling,  dean  of  nursing,  was  unable 
to  be  present,  but  had  previously  sent 
in  suggestions  for  the  agenda. 

Representing  the  Alumni  Association 
were:  Dr.  Alexander  L.  Martone,  presi- 
dent; Dr.  William  L.  Cooke,  president- 
elect; Mr.  W.  Roy  Smith,  past  president; 
Dr.  Peter  N.  Pastore,  past  president;  Dr. 
W.  C.  Henderson,  past  president;  and 
Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke,  past  president. 
Dr.  Richard  A.  Michaux,  past  president, 
was  unable  to  be  present,  but  had  pre- 
viously sent  in  suggestions  for  the  agenda. 

Since  the  purpose  of  this  committee 
is  one  of  liaison,  the  agenda  for  the 
meeting  was  developed  from  suggestions 
which  had  been  made  by  the  designated 
participants.  The  agenda  was  based  on 
matters  relating  to  two  major  considera- 
tions: (1)  Those  which  pertained  to  ef- 
fecting a  sense  of  increased  cooperation 
between  the  Alumni  Association  and  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  (2) 
those  that  related  to  more  effective  ways 
and  means  the  Alumni  Association  can 
serve  the  College.  Under  the  first  head- 
ing were  such  items  as  improvement  of 
communications  between  the  two  groups, 
and  an  exploration  of  each  member's 
viewpoints  on  the  purposeful  role  of 
the  Alumni  Association  in  relation  to 
the  College.  Under  the  second  heading 
were  such   items   as   the  purpose  of  the 


Alumni  Association,  the  relationship  of 
the  Alumni  Association  to  the  student 
body,  fund  raising,  active  alumni  con- 
tacts. Alumni  Association  quarters.  Alum- 
ni Association  staff,  and  utilization  of 
funds. 

The  first  meeting  of  this  committee 
was  for  organizational  purposes,  and  no 
recommendations  were  made.  Various 
subcommittees  were  appointed  with  such 
duties  as  arriving  at  a  name  for  the 
committee,  studying  other  alumni  organi- 
zations in  relation  to  such  matters  as 
purposes,  objectives,  programing,  and  or- 
ganization, and  considering  how  such  con- 
cepts can  be  effectively  applied  in  our 
Association.  These  subcommittees  will 
have  60  days  to  complete  their  reports. 
At  that  time,  a  meeting  of  the  commit- 
tee will  be  called  to  consider  these  reports. 
This  first  meeting  of  the  committee 
had  excellent  representation  from  both 
the  Alumni  Association  and  the  College. 
The  dedicated  interest  and  willingness  to 
serve  expressed  by  each  member  present 
will  ultimately  result  in  increased  benefits 
to  the  College  through  constructive  ef- 
forts of  the  administrators  of  the  College 
and  the  Alumni  Association.
